Lugd. but there are 
faults in the figure; for all the leaves ſhould 
have been repreſented hairy, as the author 
rematks in his deſcription : as for the flowers, 
they are tetrapetalous, and not pentapetalous, 
as one finds in all the ſpecies of this family. 
This plant is four times repreſented in F. 
Bauhin; 1. under the name of Tuberaria 
minor Myconi ; 2. under that of Ciſtus an- 
nuns 2.

Tar country people frequently give the 
powder of this herb to their children for the 
worms. But how dangerous a medicine it 
16, may be underſtood by the following acci- 
dent. Some years ago, when the ground was 
covered with a very deep ſnow ; a flock of 9 
ſheep in Ox- Meadow near Fulborn in Cam- 
bridgeſhire, finding nothing but this herb a- 
bove the ſaw, eat plentifully of it. They ſoon 
appeared terribly out of order, and moſt of them 
died; a few being ſaved by timely giving 
them ſome oil; which made them caſt up this 
herb. Some of thoſe which died, being open- 
ed, were found to have their ſtomachs great- 
ly inflamed. This account I had from the 
man who attended them. He went with me 
tu the very ſpot, and as he pointed out the 
herb which poiſoned them, I found it to be 
this ſpecies of Hellebore.

THE Rnapture-wort gives a faint tincture 


of red to the blue paper, it is acrid and a 
little faltiſh : it's ſalt does not appear diffe- 


rent from that which is obtain'd from the 


earth, without the aſliſtance of fire, it gives 


almoſt the ſame marks of acidity with the 
Sal ammontac ; but in this plant, this ſalt is 


united with a great quantity of ſulphur and 
carth. They affirm that the Rupture-wort, 
applied as a cataplaſm, cures ruptures, eſpe- 


cially if one gives to drink at the ſame time 
the juice or diſtilled water of it: ſome pre- 
ſcribe a dram of the powder of it in an opi- 


ate, or in broth. They uſe this plant alſo 
with ſucceſs in a retention of urine, and ne- 
phritic cholic, adding three — of _ 
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or a dram of marmalade of orange flowers, to 

each quart of the ptiſan which they prepare.

THIS plant is very bitter, ſmells like gar- 
lick, and gives a faint red colour to the blue 
paper, which ſhews that it contains a ſalt re- 
ſembling the Ja/ ammoniac, mixed with a 
great deal of ſulphur and earth. For by the 
chymical * analyſis, the Alliaria yields, be- 
ſides the acid phlegm, ſome volatile concrete 
and fix'd ſalt very lixivial, and a great deal 
of oil and earth. Nuellius affirms, that this 
plant is diuretick. Caeſalpimms commends it's 
ſeed for the vapours: this author and Fabri- 


cius Hildanas ſay, that the powder of the 


leaves of Alliaria cures carcinomatous ulcers.

Dandelion. Out of the boſoms of all theſe 
leaves, from the very bottom, grow branches

Helidacus ſet a great value upon 
its ſeed, and mix'd it with the conſerve of 
Roſes for ſpitting blood. Tragus affirms 
that the juice of Henbane, or the oil made 
by the infuſion of its ſeeds cures the pain in 
the ears, if one ſyringes them with it. The 
Henbane is uſed in the anodyne cataplaſms 
to reſolve tumours. For example, They boil 
in a certain quantity of milk, two handfuls 
of Henbane leaves, as much of thoſe of Man- 
drake and Nightſhade, and one ounce of the 
ſeeds of Henbane and Poppy; ſtrain it all 
thro'a ſieve, and add the yolk of an egg and 
a little Saffron: Some boil only the leaves 
of Henbane in milk, and apply them to the 
part that is afflicted with the Gout. Some 
ſoften the leaves of the ſame plant under 
the coals, and lay them upon the breaſts, to 


| free the paſſage of the milk or diſlipate the 


clods. Tabernaemontanus lays, that the feeds 
of it muſt be bruiſed with wine, and applicd 
as a cataplaſm upon the breaſts of women 
newly brought to bed. The oil preſſed out 
of this ſeed has the ſame Virtues.

out the Infuſion, and let it evaporate to the 
conſiſtence of an Extract; they give from a 
Scruple to a Dram of it : Angelus Sala pre- 
ſcribes the uſe of it for Madneſs, Melancho- 
ly, and raving fits which come without a 
fever, or any manifeſt cauſe. They have gi- 
ven the name of Fuga Daemonum to the KY; 


Johns wort, becauſe they believ'd it to be 


good to cure thoſe whom they fanſied to be 
poſſeſs d: but it is worth our obſeryation, 
that theſe people are generally cheats, ot 
really hypochondriac ; and generally ſpeak- 
ing, all the herbs which are thought good 
for pretended Poſleſſions, are excellent for 
Vapours, Madneſs, and Melancholy: The 
decoction of I?

they muſt be carefully ſeparated in the ana- 
lyſis; otherwiſe their mixture produces at firſt 
an ardent and urinous ſpirit; after which the 
oil forſakes the Facces it is no hard matter 
to perceive that all theſe principles ſhould ren- 
der the Juniper good to reſtore the functions 
of the ſtomach, to diſlipate the wind and mat- 
ters that cauſe acute pains, to clear the lungs 
and evacuate that groſs lymph which often oc- 
caſions difficulty of breathing. This plant is 
alſo ſudorifick, cephalick, and hyſterick ; it 
provokes the terms, takes away the obſtructi- 
ons of the bowels, reſtores their elaſticity, and 
gives a free paſlage to the urine. They make 
uſe of the wood, the tops and the berries : the 
decoction of the wood volatiliſes the blood, 
and purifies it by inſenſible tranſpiration, 
much after the manner as the Guaiacum. A 
Semicupium prepare d with this wood gives 
great eaſe to thoſe that are troubled with the 
Gout ; the wine in which the tops of Juniper 
have been boiled is very diuretick. Tragus, 
Matthiolus, Hartman and Simon Paulli 
affirm that they have cured ſome perſons of 
'the Droply by the uſe of this wine: 1 have 
ſeen ſome very much eaſed by pills made with 
two parts of Aloes, and one part of Juniper 


berries, They draw from theſe berries an ar- 
| dent 
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dent ſpirit, a tincture, an elixir and an ex- 


tract; they prepare with it alſo a Ratiſia, and a 
ſort of honey: the tincture is made by the in- 
fuſion of theſe berrics in their ardent ſpirit; 
the infuſion of the ſame berries in their ſpirit, 
or common water, and evaporated to the con- 
ſitence of honey, is called the elixir or ex- 
tract of Juniper: the honey of Juniper is on- 
y the berries boil'd with common honey. It 


is good in glyſtcrs for the Dyſentery and Te- 


3 nelmus. The Ratifia is only an infuſion of the 
Juniper berries in Brandy, or Champain, with 
the addition of a little ſugar and ſome cin- 
namon. The pulp of theſe berries cleared 
from the ſeeds, and work'd up with ſome 
E ſugar, makes a conſerve not inferior to the 
preparations juſt now mention'd: Laſtly, they 
burn the fruit of this plant to remove a peſti- 


lent air. It is infuſed in vinegar in time of 


the Plague, to waſh letters, linen, and the 


very utenſils with it. We have no plant in 
Europe that is of greater uſe : it is uſed in the 
Elixir vitae of Fioraventi, in the Elixir de

THE leaves of the Privet are altringent, 
bitter, and give a faint tincture of red to the 
bluc paper; the flowers and fruits give it a 
much deeper. We may conjecture by this, 
and the chymical analyſis, that there is an- 
aluminous ſalt involved in a great deal of 
ſulphur, in the leaves of this plant ; but that 
this ſalt is very much diſengaged from it in 
the flowers and fruits: this does not hinder 
but there may be ſomething urinous in the 
| whole plant; * for beſides the great quan- 
| tity of oil and acid liquors which it yields 
by diſtillation, there is alſo a little urinous 
ſpirit extracted from it. All theſe princi- 
| ples mixed together render the Privet very 
deterſive: The Gargariſms made with the 
juice, or diſtilled water, of this plant, are 
good for the diſeaſes of the throat : they 
dry away ulcers, aſſwage the inflammations 
of the eyes, cute ſcalds, ſtop the ſpitting of 
blood and hemorragies.

THESE flowers are aperitive, good for the 
Palſy, Epilepſy, Vertigo; a conſerve is made 
of them, and they are diſtilled. Tragus ma- 
cerated them in wine before he diſtilled them. 
Camerarius put them in a pot well ſtopped, . 
and buried them in an ant hill. About 4 
month afterwards he gathered an oily liquor, 
which he much eſteemed for the Gout and 
the Sciatica. The ſpirit of the flowers drawn 
with ſpirit of wine, is excellent to make the 
tincture of Ambergris. Every body knows

ſome oil that has been drawn by the Retorr. 
The Toad-flax then reſolves the blood or 
matter extravaſated in the porous parts of the 
fleſh, and at the ſame time relaxes the fibres, 
whoſe extraordinary tenſion cauſes inſuppor- 
table pains. The ointment of Toad. flax is 
excellent to abate the inflammation of the 
Hemorrhoides: It is prepared in this manner. 
They boil the leaves in oil, in which Beetles,

By the * chymical analyſis, a little acid, a 
pretty deal of volatile concrete ſalt, and oil, 
are obtained from it: which ſhews it to con- 
tain ſome Sal ammoniac, mixed with ſome 
ſulphur and earth; the tendrils and tops of 
Hops are uſed to purify the blood, in the 
ſcurvy, tetters, and all cutaneous diſeaſes; 


infuſe a whole night two pugils of Hop tops in 
Whey, or white wine. In hypochondriac and 


melancholic caſes give an apozem and julep 
of Hops, with two drams of tincture of Steel 
to cach doſe, which alſo provokes the terms: 
the ſyrup of it's Juice has the ſame virtues: 

you may alſo mix Fumitory juice with it for 
the ſyrup. Cluſius ſays that at Salamanca in 
Spain, they prepare the following ſudorifick : 
Take eight pound of water one pound 


of hop roots ; let them macerate together 


all night, next day boil them to the con- 
ſumption of a third part, give eight ounces

Tragus adviſes to boil it with wine and honey, 
and to give the decoction to drink to thoſe 
that have an ulcer in the lungs: the ſame 
author commends it in the dyſentery, loſs 
of blood, and the whites. Fuchſius preſcribes 
the herb applied as a cataplalm to dry up 
uicers: Matthiolus ſays it is very good for 
Ruptures in Children.

* I have endeavoured to faulc it to be engrav- 
ed as it appears both before and after it's 
celluls are burſt : this Tongue grows out of 
the pedicle of the leaf, as it were by a kind 
of inſertion, it is about two inches and a 
half, or three inches long, two lines broad, 
flat, ſmooth ſhining, channelled lengthways: 
It's edges are ſwelled, rounded, a line and 
half thick, and one may eaſily diſcover there 
the partition which divides them into ſeveral 
cells opening tranſverſly ; theſe cells become 
a little yellowiſh, when the ſeeds they en- 
clote begin to ripen; one may ſee them 
burſt them, and the ſeeds ſcatter themſelves 
about like a very fine duſt : obſerved thro' a 
microſcope they appear pretty round.

violent coughs, indigeſtion and Pleuriſy. It 
is uſed in the waſhings for the feet, and Se-

Take Wild Marjoram dried 
at the fire, and wrap it warm in a linen 
cloth, and cover the head well with it for 
a Rheum and Rheumatiſm in the neck, com- 
monly called Torticolis.

according to him, Pellitory of the wall and 
Water- Creſs leaves bruiſed, add a ſufficient 
quantity of wine, mix and put them in a 
frying pan, apply them in form of a cata- 
plaſm, moderately hot to the lower belly 
for ſuppreſſion of urine. Dodonaeus only 
makes a cataplaſm of the leaves, and oil of 
ſweet Almonds. Hlildanus uſes oil of Scor— 
pions inſtead of oil of ſweet Almods. Tra. 


gus makes another cataplaſm for contuſions, 


trying it with bean- meal, mallows, wheat- 
bran, oil and wine. Camerarius preſcribes

tures. Aurelius Victor ſays, that Conflantine

Some macerate 
half an ounce of it all night in a glaſs of 
white wine, and give the infuſion of it to 
drink for ſeveral months together to thoſe 
that have Ruptures; the patients never vo- 
mit, and find great relief, eſpecially if the 
roots are apply'd to the part at the- ſame 
time. They are very good alſo for all ſorts 
of contuſions. The diſtilled water clears 
the face, and beautifies the complexion.

It is difficult to come to any certainty, 
whether the different ſpecies of this genus 
are varieties produced from the ſame ſeed : 
to decide this, one muſt pick out ſome of 
the Acorns, and ſow them aſunder in dif- 
ferent countries, and obſerve after ſeveral 
years, whether they Moduce conſtantly the 
ſame, or different ſpecies; fo 1 do not 
ſee that we can look upon as varieties the 
four firſt ſpecies of which C. Bauhin ſpeaks, 
eſpecially the Quercus latifolia, porpetuo vi. 
rens, and the Quercus cum longo pediculo: 

the firſt {ſpecies is fo beautiful during the 
whole winter, in the foreſts between Cadiz 
and Gibraltar, that no body diſtinguiſhes it 
from the common Oak which is ao very 
common all over Spain, J. Bauhin took 

the reddiſh threds, which are the young A- 
corns, for the flower of the Oak ; I believe 
it is better to give the name of flower to 
the Catkin of this tree: the ſweet and 


haneyiſh moiſture with which it's leaves are 
often 
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often cover'd, and which the Bees gather 
with a great deal of care, does not come 
from the air, as people imagine it is an 
extravaſated juice which is pour'd out upon 
theſe parts, not only of the Oak, but alſo 
of the Maple; where it makes a kind of ſu- 
gar; of the Aſh and of the Larch- Tree, 

where it produces the Manna: in ſome ſea- 
ſons the leaves of the Lime Trees in the 
great alley of the King's garden are cover'd 
with it, in ſuch a manner, that they look as 
if they were varniſh'd : the waſhings of theſe

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By the * chymical analyſis we obtain from 
the Oak, beſides ſeveral acid liquors, a little 
urinous ſpirit and volatile concrete ſalt, and 
a great deal of oil and earth; the wood di- 
tilled by the retort, yields a very acid ſpirit, 

after the fetid oil is paſs'd into the receiver. 
As for the virtues of the Oak, Dioſcorides 
and Galen obſerved it to be aſtringent, eſpe- 
cially the parenchymous part of the trunk, 

between the bark and the wood. They 
obſerved the ſame quality alſo to be in the 
skin, which is under the bark of the Acorn. 
They preſcribed the decoction for the Dy- 
ſentery, ſpitting of blood, and the Whites; 
they boiled the bark of the Acorn in Cow's 
milk, and gave it to drink to thoſe who had 
taken poiſon, and gave the fruit to cat to 
thoſe who had been ſtung by any venemous 
creature, or were ſubject to the Stone: they 
made uſe alſo of the Acorn bruiſed to re- 
ſolve ſtubborn humours, and dry away Ul- 
cers. Galen having no other remedy at 
hand, cured a wound made by an axe, with 
Oak- leaves: he uſed alſo the Acorn bruiſed 
to diſſipate inflamed ſwellings. Tragus pro- 
poles the diſtill'd water of the young ſhoots. 
of the Oak, and the green Acorns, as a good 
remedy to ſtop all ſorts of Fluxes. He at- 
firms alſo, that he has (cen the Acorns bruiſed 
and given ſucceſsfully to thoſe who made 


— 
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bloody urine upon taking the Cantharides. 
They make uſe in Languedoc and Provence 
of the Acorns, or their cup, roaſted, for.the 
Looleneſs and Dyſentery. Tragus alſo re- 
commends a gargariſm of the decoction of 
the young ſhoots of the Oak, made with 
wine, for diſeaſes of the throat. Thoſe 
great ſquamous buttons (or Oak- Apples) 
which J. Banuhin calls Quercuum capitula 
ſquamata 1. 86 & 87. are often found upon 
this, and the preceding ſpecies of Oak.

MR Ray * has deſcribed the fruit of this 


plant very well; but it is not eaſy to under- 
ſtand what Moriſon ＋ meant by theſe words;

tur, acetabulo florem tegente proteguniur. 
'THe taſte of the leaves of this plant is ſome- 
thing glutinous; they give a faint tincture of 
red ro the blue paper, but the roots give it a 
deeper; they have a little acidity, and are 
ſtiptic; which may give us reaſon to believe 
that amidſt a great deal of earth and ſulphur, 
they contain an aluminous falt, temper'd 
with a little Sal ammoniac, which in the 
leaves is very much entangled by a viſcous 
phlegm. 
THis plant is vulnerary and aſtringent; 
it yields by the analyſis, a little volatile con- 
crete ſalt: beſides the extract which is drawn 
from the roots, they uſe it alſo in aſtringent 
ptiſans and broths, for ſpitting of blood, 
the Piles, heat of urine, and all ſorts of 
Hemorragies. The gargariſm made with the 
decoction of this plant, cures the ulcers of the 
mouth, and the diſeaſes of the throat. They 
affirm that a dram of the ſame root taken 
before the fit in a glaſs of water, takes a- 
way intermitting fevers.

wine, eſpecially that of the berries, for the 
bitings of vipers and hyſteric caſes ; and adds 


that it aſſuages inflammations and the Gout : 


cures burns, Ulcers, and the bitings of mad 
dogs. Tragns and Dodonaeus preſcribe ei- 


ther the juice of the middle and green bark, 


or an infuſion of them in wine or milk 
to evacuate biles and ſeroſities. J. Bauhin 
gives an ounce and a half of £A/der-bark 
water to be drank thrice a day, 42s. in the 


morning, noon and at night, in hydropical 
caſes, Freſh (not dry'd) Elder flowers fry'd 


with eggs are ſaid to purge well enough. 
INFUSE dry'd Elder flowers in whey and 

take a glaſs of it morning and evening for 

the Small-pox and St Anthony's fire, bath- 


ing the face in the mean time with two 
parts Elder infus d in one part of ſpirit of 


wine. | 

A CONSERVE and a ſyrup is made with 
theſe flowers; they boil them gently in vi- 
negar and honey for glyſters. Camerarius 
preſcribes the decoction of the young ſhoots 
of Elder, with a little Saffron, to provoke 
the Terms. They are alſo uſed in a con- 
ſerve, and ſyrup, or powder, to keep the 
belly open, and purify the blood. A rob, 
extract, ſpirit, wine, vinegar, ſyrup, and oil, 
is made of the berries of Elder. To make 
the rob, take one pound of the juice, half 
a pound of ſugar, thicken them over rhe

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fire. Quercetans receipt of the extract is, 


make a tincture of dry'd Elder berries, with 


a ſufficient quantity of ſpirit of wine, add 
a little ſpirit of ſulphur; let them digeſt in 
a cloſe ſtopp'd bottle five or ſix days; fil- 


trate the tincture, drink half a ſpoonful or 
a ſpoonful of it, which is very good in the 


hyſteric paſſion; or draw off the ſpirit of 
wine by diſtillation, and the extract will re- 
main in the bottom of the cucurbite; the 
doſe from a ſcruple to a dram, in the ſame 
diſeaſe and the looſeneſs. The burning ſpi— 
rit of Elder berries is very ſudorific, as alſo 
the juice of the berries, which are eaſily 
preſerved, either with oil or by mixing a 
third part of good ſpirit of wine. That 
which they call Elder wine, is this juice 
kept a year: ſome boil it with ſugar to the 
conſiſtence of a ſyrup. The ſtones of the 
berries by expreſſion yield an oil, which 
caſes the pain of the Gout: an oil is alſo 
made for this diſtemper by diſſolution of 
it's leaves; they bruiſe the ribs, put them 
in a ſtone pot, and bury it pretty deep, af- 
ter having luted it well with plaiſter, at the 
end of the year a ſort of oil ſubſides to the 
bottom of the pot, which is very lenifying. 
The ſtones given from three drams to half 
an ounce in powder are purgative; or elſe 
an emulſion of about an ounce may be 


drawn from them: being macerated in white

as much of the juice of young Elder ſhoots 
to keep it from burning; before it is re- 
moved from the fire, add turpentine four 


ounces, male frankincence four ounces, 


two hard yelks of eggs, keep it in a ſtone 
pot for uſe. Or boil the middle bark of El. 


der branches contus'd in oil of olive or nuts, 


bring it up to the conſiſtenſe of an ointment 


with bees- wax and yelks of eggs, keep it in

By the 7 chymical analyſis, beſide ſeve- 
ral acid liquors, a great deal of ſulphur and 
earth, and a little urinous ſpirit, and vola- 
tile concrete ſalt are obtain'd from it. The 
Scabious is alexipharmic, ſudorific, aperi- 
tive, deterſive, vulnerary, and good to pro- 
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mote expectoration when the Broxchia and 
Veſicles of the Lungs are ſtuffed with a glu- 
tinous and condenſed flegm. The juice of 
this plant, from three to ſix ounces, in which 
one dram of Treacle, and ten grains of 
Camphire are diſſolved, may be given for 
a ſudorifick. This is a good remedy in ma- 
lignant Fevers, Small-Pox, Meafles, and in 
the Pleurify, after the uſe of antimonial 
medicines. Scabious and Carduus Bene- 
dlictus water are mixed in expectorating and 
diaphoretic juleps. A ſyrup of the juice 
of this plant, is very good for cutaneous 
diſeaſes; but the outward parts muſt be 
bathed at the ſame time with the decoction 
of Scabious: take a pint of this decoction, 
three ſpoonfuls of well camphorated Brandy, 
ſeparate what of the Camphire remains upon 


the ſurface of the Decoction, by paſling it 


through a linen cloth, and give it by 
ſpoonfuls for the Vapours. Bath for the 
Fetters for about the ſpace of a month, 
and continue the uſe of the ſyrup for the 
whole time: The ſame decoftion may be 
given to thoſe who make purulent urine, 


and thoſe that have ulcers in their inward 
parts. It is uſed allo to waſh wounds.

IT's leaves are very bitter and ſtinking, 
even more than thoſe of Elder, and give 
but a very faint tincture of red to the blue 
paper: the root gives it a deeper, which 
makes us conjecture that the Sal ammoniac, 
which is naturally in the ſalt of the earth, 
predominates in this plant, where it is uni- 
ted with a great deal of fetid oil. | 

By the F chymical analyſis we obtain 
from this plant a great deal of volatile con- 
crete (alt and oil: thus it is no wonder that it 
ſhould be ſo reſolvent, emollient, and ſweet- 
ning. Theſe qualities are eſſential to me-

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dicines which are to diſſolve the moſt ob. 
ſtinate tumours accompanied with inflam- 
mations, and thoſe alſo which are call'q 
cold. The fetid oil ſoftens the fibres, gi. 
miniſhes their tenſion, and lenifies, whilſt 
the Sal ammoniac attenuates, divides and 
evaporates the matter that is lodg'd in the 
pores of the fleſh. The greateſt part of 
plants that ſmell like Elder, or the Stra- 
monium, have almoſt the ſame virtues with 
reference to inflammations and tumours : 
and none are more proper for wounds in the 
tendinous parts. The juice of this plant is 
uſed to cleanſe the moſt putrid ulcers, and 
even thoſe that are carcinomatous. The 
ointment made with the roots of this plant 
is uſed to reſolve ſcrophulous tumours, and 
aſſuage the inflammation of the piles. The 
parts alſo muſt be a little ſtrewed with the 
powder of the ſame roots. 

FIGWORT ointment, according to 
Tragus's method, is made thus; draw the 
juice of the whole plant in May, and keep 
it a whole year in a bottle well ſtopped; 
then mix it with an equal quantity of oil and 
new wax. The ſame author affirms, that he 
has ſeen it cure all ſorts of ſcabs and itching 
humours, even ſuch as are but a little dit- 
ferent from the Leproſy : he recommends 
the diſtilled water of it very much for pim- 
ples and redneſs of the face, The author of 


the Ziff. Lugd. adviles to make the oipt- 
ment 
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ment of Figwort after this manner; take 
up the roots in Autumn, bruiſe them with 
freſh butter, and put them a fortnight in a 
yault in a ſtone-pot well ſtopped, then diſ- 
ſoive them over the fire, and keep this oint- 
ment after having ſtrained it thro' a cloth: 
if you follow Tragus's method, you muſt 
put ſome oil upon the Figwort juice to keep 
it from growing mouldy, or elſe mix it with 
a ſixth part of ſpirit of wine: if you make 
this ointment according to the Hiſt. Lugd. 
inſtead of bruiſing the roots with freſh butter 
and putting them in a vault, they muſt be 
put in digeſtion in Balneo Mariae for three 
days, in a glaſs cucurbite with it's chapiter, 
Theſe ointments are excellent for the Gour, 
Piles and Tetters ; but at the ſame time that 
they are uſed, a dram of the powder of the 
root of Fiewart mixed with ſome convenient 
conſerve, ſhould be taken in the morning, 
or elſe the patient ſhould drink a glaſs of 
wine, in which the root has been infuſed a 

whole night.

night a handful of Mother of Thyme in red 
wine, ſtrain the infuſion thro' a cloth, and 
vive it to drink faſting to thoſe that have 
the Green - ſickneſs for ſeven or eight days 


together, adding to each doſe four or five 


drops of eſſential oil of Saſſafras : the ſpirit 
of Mother of Thyme, and it's diſtilled water, 
are very good for ſoporific diſorders and 
the Vapours. The eſſential oil is commend- 
ed for the Epilepſy; or the water drawn from 
irs flowers, macerated in agua vitae, and 
diſtilled atterwards. For a Rheum, or an 
old, Cough, throw two great handfuls of 
Mother of Thyme into one quart of water, 
let it give but one boil ; then take the pot 
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off the fire, cover it, and add two ſpoonfuls 
of white honey to the infuſion ; or elſe pour 
a quarter of a pint of the ſame infuſion boil- 
ing upon an equal quantity of Cow's milk, 


and make the patient drink it hot at nine 
o'clock at night. A dram of the powder of 
the Mother of Thyme is diuretic. The con- 
ſerve of the flowers and leaves of this plant 
relieves thote that are troubled with the Fall.

five lines long. Each flower is white, mono- 
petalous, of the ſhape of a baſon, three lines 
or three and a half in diameter, perforated at 
the bottom, where it is yellowiſh, and as it 
were terminated in a ring, divided from the 
middle into five ſegments, long, pointed, 
and diſpoſed in form of a ſtar: from the ſides 
of the bottom of the flower atiſe ſhort chives; 
charged each with a yellow ſummit, duſty, 
narrow, a line and a half long. All theſe 
ſummits join together, and hide the bottom 
of the pointal, the baſis wheteof is almoſt 
round, pale green ; jointed in the hole of 
the flower, and fixed in the bottom of the 
empalement : this empalement is a little 
precniſh funnel, eut into five obtuſe points.

s: theſe flowers grow together from 
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when the flower is gone, the pointal be. 
comes a ſpherical fruit, pretty hard, at firſt 
of an olive-green, afterwards black, about 

four lines diameter, full of a limpid juice, 
and ſeveral whitiſh ſeeds, a line long, flat, 
rounded, bordered with a ſmall greeniſh skin, 
calily ſeparated from it, diſpoled in a ring 
about the Placenta, which is in the middle 
of the fruit, and diſtributes the nouriſhment 
to all theſe feeds. 

THE root is in a manner inſipid; the 
leaves have an herby taſte, a little ſaltiſh; 
the fruit is ſomething ſharp and winy ; the 
whole plant has a narcotic odour, but not lo 


ſtrong as in the other ſpecies. 


IT flowers in 7uly, Auguſt, and Septem- 
ber ; thc fruit is ripe in September and Odlo- 
ber. 

THE leaves give but a faint are of 
red to the blue paper; but the ripe fruit gives 
it a very deep one; which gives us reaſon to 
conjecture, that the Sal ammonziac in this 
plant, is tempered in the leaves by a conſide- 
rable quantity of fetid oil and earth; but 
that the acid part of this ſalt is very much 


diſengaged in the ripe fruit; ſo that we muſt 


make choice of the parts of this plant as dit- 
ferent occaſions require. The berrics, for 
example, are more cooling, but yet more 
repellent than the leaves, which lenify by re- 
ſolving, cleanſing, and abſorbing.

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By the * chymical analyſis they yield a 
great deal of volatile concrete ſalt. 

ThE Nightſbade is uſed to allay inflam- 
mations, to ſoften and relax the fibres which 
undergo too violent a tenſion. They apply 
the bruifed herb to the Piles, or bath the 
parts with the juice a little warmed. They 
work this juice for ſome time in a leaden 
| mortar to anoint the Cancer with. The ſame 
juice quickened with a fixth part of ſpirit 
of wine well deflegmated, is very good for 
the St Anthony's fire, Tetters, Puſtuies, Pim- 
ples, and all tlie diſeaſes of the skin. The 
 Nightſhade is uſed in the ointment of Po- 
plar, and in all anodyne cataplaſms. Caes 
ſalpmus affir ms, that they give the water, or 
the juice, to drink, in the inflammation of 
the ventricle, and heat of urine; he ſays, 
that three ounces of the ſame water, taken 
with an equal quantity of //ormwood water, 
evacuates by ſweat. Nevertheleſs the inter- 
nal uſe of this plant is very much ſuſpected. 
Tragus lays that it kills Hogs, and adviſes 
not to uſe the water of it internally, till it 
has been diſtill'd two or three years.

The moderns agree that it's roots incraſſate 
and lenify; they are good in hemorrhagies 
and ſpitting of blood, cauſed by acrid ſalts, 
which render it too fluid; and in deffuxions 


of the breaſt, cauſed by ſaltiſh and corroſive 


ſeroſities. The roots are candied and lo- 
zenges are alſo made of them. Fernelius's 


ſyrup of Comfrey is very compound, ſo is 


likewiſe that of Dodonaeus; but it is more

tar. For if one ſwallows ever ſo little of 
this root, it leaves a conſiderable acrimony 


and burning, not only in the throat, but all 


along the OEſophagus, and ſometimes in the 
ſtomach itſelt. The bark of the roots of this 
plant is given in ſubſtance from a icruple to 
a dram, and in infuſion from one dram to 


two. This purgative is good for the Drop-

The root of 
this ſpecies is lignous, of a dark red with- 
out, white within, bitter and acrid, it gives 
a faint tincture of red to the blue paper; it 
is eight or nine inches long, three or four 
Jines thick, and accompanied with a few 
fibres. This root ſends forth ſeveral ſtalks, 
about a foot high, ſlender, garniſhed with 
leaves growing pretty cloſe together, ſea-

TRE figure of the Alypum Matth. repre-

Dodonaci *. for Lobel affirms, that it is found 

at Montpelier, along the Lex, on this ſide the 
bridge of Caſtelnau, at Lyons, Orleans, Bour- 
ges, and ſeveral other places of the kingdom. 
I have obſerved ſeveral times that the plant 
which Lobel deſcribes to grow along the 
Les at Montpelier, is the ſame with that 
which grows in all the foreſts about Paris 
and Orleans. Dodonaenus, who has named this 
plant Tezthymalus Characzas I. ſays, that the 
leaves tall from the ſtalk every ycar, and that 
thcre remains nothing but the footſteps of 
the fallen leaves, that often diſguiſes this 
Jpurge ; for at that time one finds only the 
ſhoots garniſh'd with ſome leaves at the top. 

Þ+ Tabernaemontanus has engraved it in dif- 
ferent ſtates, under the names of Tithyma- 
tus amygaaloides, and Tithymalus amygda- 
loides latifolius. Ir's ſtalk is ſtrait and firm, 
ſo that that which is ſhewn at Montpelier 
for the Tithymalus characias, amygdaloides 
C. B. Pin. does not anſwer the figure of 
the authors, for it has crooked ſtalks. I 
do not believe that this ſpecies is deſcribed; 
J have called it in my demonſtrations of 
the plants of the Royal Garden, Tithymalus 
Oleae folio glauco, Narbonenſis. M. Magnol 
took our Tithymalus ſytuaticus lunato florg, 
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for the Tirhymalus characias, rubens Germa- 
micus C. B. I believe he is in the right; for 
it appears to me to be the ſame with the 
Tithynalus pentaclonos Cordi, and the Ti- 
thymalus fruticoſus alius, ſtipitibus rubicun- 
dis Cam. But 1 know not whether it is 
different from the Tithymalus characias, 
tertius, Auſtriacus Cluſ. J. Bauhin believes 
that his Tithymalus Hylwaticus, toto anno fo. 
lia retinens is the tame with the Tithymalus 
characias, folio lanuginoſo C. B. Pin. It is 
true that C. Baubin quotes among the ſyn- 
onimies of his Tithymalus characias amyg- 
daloides, the Tithymalus characias 2. * Cluſ. 
Hiſt. which he repeats again under the Cha- 
racias folio lanuginoſo ; tor the Tithymalo 
characiae primo ſimilis Cluſ. Hiſp. is the tame 
with the Characias 2. Cluſ. Hiſt, From 
whence we may conclude that our Surge of 
the woods about Paris is four times in C. 


 Bauhin's Pinax, to wit, under the names of 


Tithymalus characias, amygaaloides, of Ti- 
thymalus characias, rubeus, peregrinus, of 
Tithymalus ſyluaticus, lunato flore, and of 
Tithymalus characias, folio lanuginoſo; but 
Moriſon makes a different ſpecies of that 
which in Sologne has it's leaves pretty hairy;

great deal of viſcous fleem. The leaves and 


flowers are very ſweetning, moderately aperi- 
tive, and dedicated (if I may ſo lay) to the diſ- 
eaſes of the breaſt, which are occaſioned by 
acrid and faltiſh ſeroſities. The leaves are 
preſcribed to aſthmatic perſons, to ſmoak 
after the manner of Tobacco. Mr Boyle ad- 
viſes to mix with thoſe of Co/rsfoor, flower 
of Sulphur, and ſome powdered amber : he 


affirms that this medicine has cured ſeveral 
of 
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of the Tiſſicx. In the time of Dioſcorides, 
they made thoſe that were afflicted with theſe 
diſtempers reccive the (moak of the leaves 
of this plant at their mouth. The flowers 
and leaves are uſed in the pectoral decoctions, 
and lohochs to make one ſpit ; there is a ſy- 
rup and a conſerve made of theſe flowers, 
The following ptiſan is very good for a dry 
__ cough. 
Pon four quarts of boiling water upon 
four handfuls of the leaves of Colt sfoor, and 
three pugils of the flowers, two pugils of 
the tops of Hy//op, one ounce of raiſins, 
and three ſpoonfuls of Narbonne honey; 
boil it a little, take the pot from the fire, 
cover it, and ſtrain the ptiſan when it is 
cold.

THE leaves of this plant have no ſmell, 
but a herby, faltiſh, bitter tafte, and give a 
pretty deep tincture of red to the blue pa- 
per; the roots ſtain it a little, they are bit- 
ter and ſtiptic, of an aromatic penetrating 
ſmell, and ſomething diſagreeable. This 
plant has a volatile, aromatic, oily falt, 
lvaded with a part of the acid of the Jaz 
ammoniac, whereas in the artificial volatile 
_ oily falr; this acid is detained by the ſalt of 
Tartar. 

Tavs the wild Valerian is anti-epilep- 
tic, ſudorific, hyſteric, and emmenagogic; it 
gives great relief to thoſe troubled with the 
Aſthma or Vapours. Camerarius commends 
it very much for the Jaundice; and Fabius 
Columna for the Epileply ; who acknow- 
ledges himſelf to have been cured of the 
Epilepſy by this root, and that he had ſeen 
ſeveral other perſons cured dy it: * he ad- 
viſes to pull it up before it puſhes forth it's 
ſtalks, to reduce it to powder, and ſwallow 
half a ſpoonful of it in wine, water, milk,

children, and all perſons that have conyul- 
ſive fits. I have ſeen it have great efficacy 
in the hyſteric paſſion, and moſt violent pa- 
roxyſms of the Aſthma, Pour a pint of 
boiling water upon an ounce of the roots 
of this plant; remove the pot from the fire; 
cover the infuſion well; and give it to drink 
by glaſsfuls. The extract of theſe roots is 
good for the ſame diſeaſes; they give a 
ſcruple of it with a grain of Laudanum, or 
elſe mix the Laudanum with half a ſcruple 
of the powder of theſe roots.

ITE leaves of the Thapſus barbatus are 
of a herby taſte, a little ſaltiſh and ſtiptic ; 
they ſmell like Elder, and give a pretty 
deep tincture of red to the blue paper; the 
flowers give it a deeper: they are alſo ſtip- 


tic, but ſweet ; it is likely that the ſalt of 
this plant in ſome meaſure reſembles that of 


Coral. That of the white Mullein contains 
a great deal of acid, and a little Jal ammo- 
niac; but is united with a great quantity of 
ſulphur and carth : ſo that it is very lenify- 
ing and vulnerary. The decoction of this 
plant is given to drink for the Colic, Dy- 


ſentery and Looſeneſs. Tragus made ule 


of the root boiled in red wine; Matthiolus 


made a gargariſm for the throat with the 


decoction of it's leaves and flowers; and 
preſcribed it for a violent Cough. The 
Jerbaſcum is boiled in Cow's milk for the 
Teneſmus and Hemorrhoides: the patient 
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mult drink two glaſſes of it every day ; take 
it in a glyſter, and bath the fundament with 
it: ſome add to it the leaves of Oak and 
wild Tanſey, To ſtop the flux of the Piles, 
and cure the Dylentery ; the whzte Mullein 
muſt be boiled in the water which the Smiths 
uſe to quench their iron in. For the Gout 

and inflammation of the Piles, the juice of 


the white Mullein is prepared after the fol- 


lowing manner; bruiſc the leaves and flowers 
of this plant, let them rot in wooden tubs 


well covered and plaiſtered; after three 


months digeſtion, collect the juice and ex- 
preſs the faeces, and Keep it in bottles well 
ſtopped: ſome leave the flowers only to 
rot in bottles. Tragus would have them 
expoſed to the powerful heat of the Sun: 


fome bury them in a great dunghill. It is 


affirm'd, that Aloes diſſolved in the juice of 
Verbaſcum, and thicken'd to the conſiſtence 
of an extract, do not irritate the Piles, nor 


cauſe any hemorrhagy; but it is more ſafe to 


correct it by diſſolving it in water, and ſe- 
parating the reſinous part that remains upon 
the grey paper by filtration, and cauſes the 
irritations and hemorrhagies. They evapo- 
rate afterwards the filtrated ſolution to the 
conſiſtence of an extract. Tragus and Mat- 
thiolus ſay, that the diſtill'd water of the 
flowers of the white Mullein is good for 
burnings, for the Gout, St Anthony's fire, 
and all cutancous diſeaſes. This laſt author

THESE principles nds the Speedwell 
ſudorific, vulnerary, deterſive, diuretic, and 
proper to diſcharge the lungs of glutinous 
and purulent matter. Tragus affirms, that 
in malignant Fevers, two ounces of the 
ſpirit of SJpeedwell, mixt with a little trea- 
cle, provoke ſweat copiouſly. This ſpirit 
is made by diſtilling Speedwel/ infus'd in 
wine for ſome days. Take two ounces and 
a half of the diſtill'd water, infuſe in it one 
dram of the leaves, and as much of the mid- 
dle bark of Solanum ſcandens ſive Dulcama- 
ra Pin. and give it as an excellent remedy 
for ulcers in the lungs, Stone and Vapours. 
The ſyrup and extract of Spe. purify 
the blood, and are good for cutaneous dil- 
eaſes; but the affected parts muſt be waſh'd 
at the ſame time with the water of Speed. 
well, in which ſome Vitriol has been diſ— 
ſolved. The frequent uſe of glyſters made 
with one pound of the decoction of this 
plant, an ounce of butter, and as much ſu- 
gar, are wonderfully praiſed for the colic. 
Some boil the Speedwwell and Camomile in 
milk, and afterwards add ſome ſugar. The 
Feronica is uſed now a-days after the man- 
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ner of Tea. It is mixed alſo with the yul- 
nerary plants in broths, potions and * 
ſans.

By the * chymical analyſis we obtain from 
this plant ſeveral acid liquors, a great deal 
of oil, a pretty deal of volatile concrete 
and fixt lixivial falt. 

THUS it is no wonder that it ſhould le- 
nify by it's flegm and oil, and be diuretic 
and laxative by the mixture of the other 
principles. The ſalt of the Violet partakes 
of the nature of the Sal ammonzac, in that it 
is compos'd of an urinous part. The infu- 
ſion of two ounces of the root of this plant 
purges upwards and downwards. Some pre- 
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ſcribe it to three ounces, and add twenty 
grains of ſalt of J/ormwood to draw a ſtrong 
tincture from it. The leaves are emollient 
and laxative ; they are continually uſed in 
glyſters, fomentations and cataplaſms. The 
flowers looſen the belly. Poterius affirms 
that a dram of their powder purges well e- 
nough': there are three ſorts of ſyrup pre- 
pared with theſe flowers; the ſimple, which 
has a very fine colour, provided it does not 


boil ; the compound, which is the inven- 
tion of Meſue, and the purgative, of which 


M. Lemery has juſt given the deſcription : 
the ſimple and the compound are very good 
for the diſcaſes of the breaſt, occaſioned by 
acrid and faltiſh humours. Theſe ſyrups 
thicken and cool. The purgative ſyrup of 
Violets is good alſo for the ſame diſeaſes, 
when it is neceſſary to purge ; for the ſeeds 


and empalements of the flowers which are 


uſed to make this ſyrup, are very purgative; 
the roots alſo might be added. Etmuller 
relates that Timacus prepared an excellent 
laxative conſerve with Violets, by giving the 
conſiſtence of conſerve to Manna with the 
juice of theſe flowers: this conſerve keeps 
the belly open, if taken from two drams to 
half an ounce. There is an excellent ſort 


of cordial made after the following manner, 


which is very good for thoſe that are uſual- 
ly bound : in ſix pound of the juice of 
flowers of Violets not picked, dilute over 
Y 4 a 
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a clear, gentle fire one pound and a half 
of Manna, ſtrain it all thro' a cloth, and 
add a pint of very good ſpirit of wine; 
take a ſpoontul or two of it morning and 
evening if it is neceſlary, The following 
emulſions are prepared for the nephritic co- 
lic, and retention of urine; grind an ounce 
or an ounce and a half of Violet ſeeds in 
a marble mortar, adding by degrees ſix oun- 
ces of the water of Dogs-graſs; ſtrain the 
emulſion thro' a cloth, and dilute in it one 
ounce of ſyrup of Violets.

The ſame author does not believe that the 
Golden Rod, of which we are ſpeaking, was 
brought from Canada; however the oldeſt 
Botaniſts of Paris maintain it by a kind of 
tradition, which appears probable enough; 
for being, without contradiction, the moſt 
common plant of any about Parzs, it would 
be very extraordinary that it ſhould not be 
named by any of the authors that wrote be- 
fore Brunyer. The eaſineſs that this plant 
has to multiply itſelf by it's ſeed, which 
flies all about, favours the tradition of the 
Pariſians. The winds have carried this ſeed 
beyond the river of Loire; and Zanoni ob- 
ſerves (not without reaſon) that it infects all 
the places where it falls. The diſpoſition 
of the flowers of this plant ſhould make it 
be ranged rather amongſt the ſpecies of 
Golden” Rod, than amongſt thoſe of A.

Pear, Acacia of America, and ſeveral o- 
ther trees. That which is found in the 
wood of Vincennes, occupies the beſt branches 
of the White Thorn, on whole branches nei- 
ther earth nor any other matter is to be 
found, which may ſeem proper to make 
the ſeeds of this plant chit : there is firſt 
diſcovered only a tumour in thoſe parts to 
which the Miſſeltoe has faſtened itſelf. It's 
flowers grow by threes at the diviſion and 
extremities of the branches: each flower is 
a yellowiſh baſon of about three lines dia- 
meter, of the thickneſs of Spaniſh leather, 


cut into four ſegments, rounded in three 
points, and oppoſite to each other in form 


of a croſs, in ſuch manner that thoſe which 
are oppolite, are equal between themſelves, 
but uncqual with reſpe& to the others : 
each ſegment is raiſed with a little bump 
paler than the reſt, and divided into apart- 
ments full of little oval holes, filled with a 
duſt reſembling flower of ſulphur, or that 
which flows from the ſummits of other 
plants. 

THE flowers of Miſſeltoe proc no- 
thing; the fruits grow upon different bran- 
ches from thoſe which bear the flowers: 


theſe branches are found ſometimes upon 


the ſame . that bears the flowers, and 
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ſometimes alſo upon * which bear only 


fruit. 
THESE fruits are difpoled alſo by threes 


at the extremities of the branches. Each 
fruit begins by a little oval embryon, en- 
compaſs d with four thick, yellowiſh leaves, 
half a line long, pointed, and eaſily falling 
off. This embryon thickens inſenſibly, and 
forms an oval berry, three lines long, like 
a little pearl, filled with a flat ſeed, ſhaped 
like a heart, covered with a ſilver coloured 
membrane, very fine, and full of glue, that 
is to ſay, a very viſcid, whitiſh and ſweet- 
iſh ſubſtance, in which the ſeed naturally 
germinates, and puſhes forth two radicles 
out of the ſide of it's notch. 

THis ſeed in all appearance produces the 
young plants of Miſſeltoe, to be ſeen upon 
the branches of the trees, now mentioned, 
for ſome do but juſt peep (if I may ſo ſay) and 
have only the radicles which began to ap- 
pear in the berries. Nevertheleſs we cannot 
ſay that this ſeed paſſes thro' the root of the 
Oak, and the other trees, and aſcends into 
the branches by the ſap- veſſels, for each ſeed 
is two lines diameter; and the texture of 
theſe veſſels cannot be perceived by our na- 
ked eyes. It follows then, that this ſeed 
muſt be applied by ſome external cauſe to 
the branches of the trees; theſe cauſes may 


be reduced to two Principal « ones. 
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1. THE birds perhaps, by cruſhing theſe 
berries with their feet or bills, may give 
them an opportunity of faſtening themſelves 
to the branches by their glue: as we ſee 
the Magpies and Jackdaws contribute to the 
multiplying of ſeveral plants, by carrying 
about their kernels, and burying them. *It 
may happen alſo that the birds which have 
ſwallowed the Miſſeltoe berries, may void 
them upon the branches of the trees on 
which they perch ; which made Plautus 
ſay, Ipſa ſibi avis mortem cacat : tho' it is 
not very eaſy to comprehend how the ſeeds 
which paſs thro' the gizzards of the birds, 
ſhould eſcape being bruiſed and ground to 
pieces. 

2. Ir may happen alſo that theſe berries 
falling either of their own accord, or by 
the violence of the winds, may ſtick ſome- 
times againſt the branches of the neighbour- 

ing trees; eſpecially if they happen to be 
applied by that part by which they hung 
upon the Miſſeltoe; for this torn part eaſi- 
ly faſtens itſelf to any body on which it 
falls. But. in what manner ſoever theſe 
| berries ſtick, we have reaſon to believe, 
that the glue with which they are filled, 
inſenſibly ſoftens the bark to which it is

fixed ; 
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fixed; and then the ſeed which had germi- 
nated before in it's berry, as we oblerved 
above, pierces it caſily by it's radicle : per- 
haps this glue, for all it appears ſo mild and 
infipid to us, ferments with the ſap of the 
trees, and tears the fibres of their bark, which 
favours the paſſage of the fibres of the ra- 

dicle conſiderably. Thus the Ova foem:- 
nea falling into the body of the Iterus, 
faſten themſelves to it by means of the Pla- 
centa, the juice of which fermenting with 
that of the glands of the bottom of the 
Uterus, makes a little inflammation, by 
means of which theſe two parts ſtick toge- 
ther. 

Tux radicle then of the ſeed of the M; iſe 
ſeltoe, finding it eaſy to pierce the bark of 
the branches, lengthens into greeniſh fibres, 
which run at firſt thro' the parenchymous 
and piercing afterwards the ligneous part, 
interlace themſelves with the fibres of the 
branches, and inſinuate themſelves into their 
veſicles, out of which they draw a juice pro- 
per for their nouriſhment. One may caſily 
diſtinguiſh theſe fibres, if one take the pains. 
to trace them, after having diſcoyered the 

_ firſt bark. It is no wonder that the place 
where they infiauate themſelves ſhould ſwell, 
ſince they increaſe the bulk of it: and be- 
ſides theſe roots by taking hold, preſs the 
veſſels of the branches in ſome places, ſtran- 


le them, and make them burſt into others, 
which 
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which cauſes the interception and extrava- 
ſation. . ö 
TREE Miſſeltoe can live only upon trees, 

becauſe . perhaps it's radicle not having a 
ſtructure proper to ſeparate from the earth, 
and prepare the nouriſhment neceſſary to the 
vegetation of this plant, it is neceſſary that 
this preparation ſhould be made in the root 
of another plant, which is to it as a nurſe. 
In the ſame manner as the ſtomach of chil» 
dren being too weak to prepare their nou- 
riſhment, they muſt either have a nurſe, or 
it muſt be accommodated to the weakneſs 
of their ſtomachs. To ſatisfy myſelf con- 
ccrning the production of Mzſeltoe, I have 
ſown the ſeeds of it for three years together, 
but I have never ſeen any of them come 

up. I have faſtened allo ſeveral berries in 
March and April, upon young branches of 
the Apple-Tree and White Thorn, but the 
violence of the winds, and the frequent 
rains which uſually fall in that ſeaſon, have 
not permitted me to ſatisfy myſelf entirely 
concerning this matter; ſo that I only pro- 
poſe conjectures, which have probability e- 
nough to be received in natural philoſophy. 
„ T HE Wild Pear-Trees are covered o- 
c wer with Miſſeltoe ; and I obſerved upon 
« their trunks, tho the bark was hard, the 
« firſ® ſhootings of the ſeed, which I had 
« long ſought, but could never find in France, 
« where this plant is ſo common, Theſe

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« feeds, which are of the ſhape of à heart, 
were out of their caſes, and ſtuck by their 
« clammineſs to the trunłs and branches of 
e theſe trees, when the wind or any other 
% cauſe ſhook them out. Each ſeed was 
« laid in ſuch manner, that the point of 
ce the root began to pierce into the bark, 
c whilſt the eye of the ſeed ſhot out and 
unfolded itſelf. All this confirmed me in 
« my opinion, which I had mentioned con- 
ee cernins the multiplication of Miſſeltoe, 
* in my hiſtory of plants which grow about

THe fruits of the M://e/toe begin by em- 
bryons crowned with four little leaves, or 
charged with a radiated. crown, compoled 
of four little yellowiſh leaves, articulated 
about the head of each embryon. Theſe 
embryons proceed out of a yellowiſh, round 
mals, articulated with the extremity of the 
branch, and two oppoſite leaves, which ter- 
minate it on the ſides. This obſervation 
ſhews that M. Tournefort was miſtaken in 
the deſcription which he has given us of 
theſe embryons. The berries of Mzſſeltoe 
each of them often incloſe two ſeeds. The 
flowers of the male plants are monopeta- 
lous, cut into four equal parts, each charged 
on it's inner ſurface with a ſummit, which 
is ſtrongly faſtened to it. It flowers at the

with a great deal of ſulphur, and a pretty 
deal of earth. 

Bx the * chymical analyſis it yields ſome 
acid liquors, ſome volatile concrete ſalt, a 
good quantity of ſulphur, and a pretty deal 
of earth: thus it is ſudorific, cordial and 
vulnerary. The decoction of it's root in 
water is very good in malignant fevers, and 

is preferable to that of Scorzonera. 
TEE extract of it's root is ſaid to be ſu- 
dorific, but it is very moderate, for tho 
you ſhould give a dram of it in the morn- 
ing, another in the afternoon, and a third 
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at night, with a grain of Laudanum, you 
muſt continue this practice for two or three 
days before you can perceive any conſidera- 
ble effect. The ſame is alſo obſervable in 
other ſudorifics. A decoction of it's root is 
deterſive and vulnerary. It's juice enters 
the Empl. Felicis Wurtzu.

THE leaves of theſe ſpecies of Nettle 
have an inſipid, glutinous taſte, and give 
no tincture of red to the blue paper; the 
roots ſtain it very little; they are inſipid al- 
ſo, but a little ſtiptic; from which we may 


conjecture that the Nettles contain a ſalt 


reſembling that which is naturally in the 
earth, that is to ſay, compoſed of Sal am- 
moniac, nitre and marine ſalt; but in theſe 
plants it is clogged with a great deal of 
glutinous flegm, and united with abundance 
of ſulphur and terreſtrial parts: for 

By the * chymical analyſis we obtain from 
the Nettles ſome volatile concrete ſalt, a 
great deal of ſulphur and earth, and 3 
liquors which give greater indications of an 
acrid than an acid ſalt; ſo that it is very 
likely that the flegm of theſe herbs is thick- 
ned rather by the terreſtial parts than by 
the acid : but this thick flegm, which is ve- 


ry conſiderable, is entirely e 'd by the

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fire. Nevertheleſs, it is no wonder that the 
Nettles ſhould be deterfive, diuretic, and 
good to reſtore the motion of the fluids, 
for this glutinous flegm only moderates the 
great activity of the acrid falt and of the ſul- 
phur. 

THE juice of Nettles Jepatatud either of 
itlelf, or by gently boiling it up, ſtops the 
ſpitting of blood, and the flux of the Piles; 
it is very good alſo for the Dyſentery and 
Whites. The cataplaſm of Netz/es is emol- 
lient and refolvent, and conſequently good 
to diſſolve tumours accompanied with an 
inflammation ; it relieves the Gout; and 
diſſipates ſometimes malignant ulcers and 
cold tumours. The leaves of Nertl/e may 
be taken after the manner of Tea, for the 
Stone and Gravel; fome drink the wine in 
which they have been infuſed. The roots 
of Nettle preſerved with ſugar, procure ex- 
pectoration in an old cough, Aſthma, and 
Pleuriſy; eſpecially if the leaves be applied 
as a cataplaſm upon that ſide where the 
paticnts feel their pain; ſome drink their 
juice for the ſame diſeaſes. The young 
ſhoots of Nettles taken in broths, - purify 
the blood. The conſerve of their cluſters, 
and the extract of the whole plant, have the 
ſame virtues. The ptiſan of Nettles is ve- 
ry good in a malignant Fever, Small-Pox, 
or Meaſles. Emulſions may be made with 


the water and ſeeds of this plant.
